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“ROME OR ST. PETERSBURGH?” 

This was the title of an Editorial in 
Tue Lamp as far back as November, 1903, 
only ten months after THE LAmp was first 
lighted. This Editorial becomes all the more 
luminous in view of the recent fall of the 
House of Romanoff, since which time Di- 
vine Judgment seems to be writing the word 
ICHABOD (“The Glory is departed from 
Israel”) over the proud Church of all the 
Russias. We reproduce from THE LAMP 
the concluding portion of that Editorial 
without further comment; we think it will 
speak for itself : 

THE OPPOSING CLAIMS OF THE HOLY SEE 
AND THE “HOLY SYNOD.” 

Thus we see that if Rome claims to be 
the Mother and Mistress of all Churches 
and demands of all who seek communion 
with her, full submission to the Sovereign 
Pontiff; the claims of St. Petersburgh are 
hardly less exalted. 

We are quite familiar with the scriptural 
and historical grounds on which Rome bases 
her claim of universal jurisdiction. With 
the utmost confidence she rests her case 
upon the saying of the Son of God to Simon 
Bar-jona, “Thou art Peter and on this Rock 
I will build my Church and I will give unto 
thee the keys of the Kingdom of Heaven.” 


The Bishop of Rome from Blessed Peter 
has inherited sovereign authority, as the Vi- 
car of Christ and rules the Church of 
God, not by virtue of the political great- 
ness of the City of the Cesars, but simply 
because St. Peter under the guidance of the 
Holy Ghost chose to place the throne of the 
Fisherman hard by the palace of Augustus, 
calmly awaiting the day when Cesar should 
give place to the Crucified and the Eternal 
City become the Capital of Christ’s world- 
wide Kingdom. . 

Grant that the Bishop of Rome, as St 
Peter's Successor, is the Vicar of €hrist 
and straightway the Chair of his Authority 
becomes the Centre of Catholic Unity, and 
Jure Divino, there can be no other. 

But the Holy Synod of Russia asserts the 
contrary and would have us unite with the 
Orthodox as the one Catholic Church of 
Divine Authority, free from ali error. It is 
a magnificent asumplion but what procfs 
can the Holy Synod give that the assump- 
tion is true? Let her place her credentials 
side by side with those of Rome that we 
may choose between the two. 


HOLY RUSSIA’S CREDENTIALS 
In calling herself the “Original Church,” 
“Holy Russia” must fall back on Constanti- 
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nople to substantiate her claim, for less than 
a thousand years ago the Slav was both 
barbarian and a heathen. Simce her Hier- 
archy was derived from Constantinpole and 
a river cannot rise above its source, what- 
ever Apostolic authority the Russian Synod 
now possesses must assuredly come from 
the Greeks. If the Church of Russia holds 
herself one whit superior to the poor Church 
of Constantinople, tyrannized over by the 
Turkish Sultan, it is because of her political 
greatness and not because of any more ex- 
alted dominion given to her by Jesus Christ. 

The question then between Rome and St. 
Petersburgh is a later edition of the old 
controversy between the Holy See and Con- 
stantinople. It began after the 2nd Gen- 
eral Council held at the latter city in the 
year 381, when there being no Papal Le- 
gates present a canon was enacted giving 
the Bishop of Constantinople highest rank 
next after the Bishop of Rome, not from 
any authority derived from the Blessed 
Apostles (for it was not an Apostolic See), 
but simply on political grounds “because 
Constantinople is New Rome.” When the 
proceedings were reported in due form to 
Pope Damasus for the approval of the 
Apostolic See, without which the Acts of 
the Council could have no binding force, 
Pope Damasus gave a check to the worldly 
ambition of Constantinople by refusing to 
give his sanction to any such canon. Re- 
pulsed for the time Constatinople returned 
to the charge at Chalcedon in 451 and got 
the same canon reenacted, giving “New 
Rome” precedence as a Patriarchal Church 
over Alexandria and Antioch, and placing it 
next after old Rome. Following the exam- 
ple of his predecessor, Pope Leo the Great 
refused compliance. To make a long story 
short the struggle culminated in the excom- 
munication of the Bishop of Constantinople 
by the Bishop of Rome five hundred and 
fifty years later. Since which time the 
Greeks have insisted that the Westerns and 
not themselves are the real schismatics and 
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if any reconciliation is to take place the 
Occident must return in sackcloth and 
ashes to the Orient. Hence the Holy Synod 
of Russia’s contention that the Orthodox 
Churches of the East represent Catholic 
Unity, whereas the Churches of the West 
are both schismatical and heretical. 

We now press home to the judicial 
thought of our readers the fundamental dif- 
ference between the rival claims of suprem- 
acy always maintained by Rome and in the 
last few generations with ever increasing 
boldness put forth by Russia. The Rock 
from which the Church of Rome derives 
her deathless strength is Christ through 
Peter; the rock of St. Petersburgh is the 
Czar, just as the rock of Constantinople’s 
glory, now long since departed, was Cesar 
Pope Pius X rules the Cathholic world not 
because of Augustus but because Rome is 
the See of Peter, to whom Christ committed 
the keys of His Kingdom. ’Tis true that the 
capital of the mighty Russian Empire, 
thirsting for universal conquest, is called St. 
Peter’s-burgh, but the foundation of her 
greatness is not Christ’s Peter, but 
Peter, the Czar. It is also true that the 
Russians have in the gloomy palace of St. 
Peter’s-burgh him whom they call the Greai 
White Pope or Father and whom they are 
taught to reverence as the Vicar of 
Christ, but the house of Romanoff, though 
it has in it the name of the Eternal City on 
the Tiber, has not its eternal strength be- 
cause its mainstay is the sword of Cesar 
and not the Cross of Christ. 


A Striking Confirmation 

Fifteen years ago when the foregoing 
was written Russia and the Romanoffs were 
at the pinnacle of their greatness and how 
little the world dreamed then of the utter 
downfall of the latter and the confusion 
and ruin that has overtaken the former. St. 
Petersburgh has now become poor deserted 
Petrograd, abandoned by her own citizens 
as rats forsake a sinking ship.

They are, Archbishop Jo- 
seph Bilczewski of the Latin Rite, with 
the jurisdiction over*the eastern part of 
Galicia; the Archbishop and Metropolitan 
Count Andrew Szeptycki of the Greek- 
Ruthenian Rite, having jurisdiction over 
Galicia and Vienna; and the Archbishop 
and Metropolitan Joseph Teodorowicz of 
the Armenian Rite, ruling over all Ar- 
menian Catholics in Austria and Hun- 
gary, with temporary jurisdiction in Rus- 
sia. Of these three Catholic Archbishops 
it was the Greek-Ruthenian Metropolitan 
whom Czar Nicholas sent as a prisoner of 
war to Siberia after the capture of Lem». 
berg. By a singular retribution the Czar 
is now in Siberia and Archbishop Szep- 
tycki is back in his See, ruling his flock. 


The Duke Primate of Hungary, Prince 
Archbishop of Gran, is the first dignitary 
after the Apostolic King of Hungary, thus 
having the precedence over the heir to 


the Throne. The same law was binding 
in the Kingdom of Poland, the Primate 
being the highest Ecclesiastical and Civil 
dignitary of the Kingdom. Even now, 
according to international law, he is the 
only legal representative of the Kingdom 
of Poland and the Grand Duchy of 
Lithuania. 


The oldest republic in the world, and 
at the same time one of the smallest, is 
Andorra, in the Pyrenees Mountains, be- 
tween France and Spain. This tiny 
country pays civil tribute to the Catholic 
Bishop of the See of Urgel. All laws of 
the republic must be signed by him and 
every act of jurisdiction is subject to his 
approval. 

Our Holy Father, Benedict XV, is an 
excellent chess player, and it is almost his 
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only pleasure during his few hours of 
rest. The writer had the rare honor to 
play a series of games With His Holiness, 
when he was Monsignore della Chiesa. 


The Catholic Archdiocese of Mohilew, 
Russia, with the See in Petrograd, is the 
largest in the world, embracing almost 
two-thirds of the territory of Russia, all 
Siberia, and the northern part of the 
Island of Sachalin, now under the Japan- 
ese Mikado. In 1909 the auxiliary Bishop 
of Mohilew, Monsignore Cieplik, made a 
canonical visitation of the diocese and it 
took two years to complete the enormous 
task. 


In the College of Cardinals, according 
to the law issued by Pope Sixtus IV, 
there must be at least four members of 
Religious Orders. In the new Codex 
Juris Cawonici no such restriction is to be 
found. Nevertheless, the custom of cre- 
ating Cardinals from Religious 
will in all probability continue. In the 
present College of Cardinals the follow- 
ing are members of different 
Cardinal Sebastian Netto, Franciscan, 
former Archbishop and Patriarch of Lis- 
bon, from which he resigned on account 
of misunderstanding with the govern- 
ment of Portugal; Cardinal Andrew 
Fruehwirt, Dominican, formerly professor 
at the University in Freiburg and later 
Papal Nuncio to the King of Bavaria; 
Cardinal Billot, Jesuit, former professor 
of Theology at the Gregorian University 
in Rome; Cardinal van Rossum, Resurrec- 
tionist, who acted as Papal Legate to the 
Eucharistic Congress in Vienna in 1913, 
and was received with all the honors due 
to Monarchs; Cardinal Mistrangelo Piarist 
or “Clericus Regularis Scholarum Piarum” ; 
Cardinal Thomas Boggiano, Dominican, 
very successful as a diplomat; Cardinal 
Aidan Gasquet, Benedictine, one of the 
foremost scholars of England.

Hewetson, of Minneapolis, made his first 
visit to Graymoor, remaining as our guest 


at the Friary for several days. Doctor 
Hewetson is a kinsman of the late Mon- 


signor Benson and entered the Catholic 
Church some years ago from the Anglican 
Ministry. He is a gifted Lecturer whose 
talent is recognized in the West, but who 
has ‘yet to be introduced to Catholics in 
the Eastern cities of our great country. 
After having heard him at Graymoor we 
can recommend him the more cordially to 
the Pastors and the Knights of Columbus 
among our Readers who, from time to 
time, may be seeking for good Lecturers 
to address them.

On Palm Sunday morning, Doctor Hew- 
etson accompanied the Rev. Father Minis- 
ter and Mr. Richey the Business Manager 
of Tue Lamp, to the annual breakfast of 
the Peekskill Council of the Knights of 
Columbus following their corporate Com- 
munion. Unexpectedly called upon to 
take the place of another speaker, Doctor 
Hewetson spoke of “The King and His 
Kingdom,” contrasting that Kingdom with 
earthly kingdoms, and dwelling particularly 
upon the kingdom of Babylon, once so 
mighty in majesty, and now, for so many 
centuries, merely a memory, as all earthly 
kingdoms must eventually prove to be. The 
speaker then showed the Saviour’s King- 
dom to be “the Stone cut out of the moun- 
tain without hands,” which should displace 
all earthly kingdoms and fill the whole earth, 
The Holy Catholic Church, whose King is 
ever with His people, the abiding home of 
all nations, languages, kindreds and ton- 
gues, the dominion that shall not pass away. 
He used as an illustration of the importance 
of little things the recorded tradition that 
it was driftwood from across the Atlantic 
that first led Columbus to conclude that 
there must be a continent beyond that sea, 
the speaker applying this to his subject by 
observing that it was the little acts revela- 
tory of devotion and self-sacrifice on the 
part of Catholics that likewise showed to 
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the non-Catholic’ ans" the existence Fe an 


Everlasting Kingdom beyond the grave, 
which Kingdom, projected into this werld, 
is The Holy Catholic Church, in this life 
militant, in the life beyond expectant, and 
in the Heavenly life triumphant. He con- 
cluded by pleading that Catholics make the 
Everlasting King and His Kingdom better 
known by little acts of sacrifice and devo- 
tion, more momentous in their significance 
to non-Catholics than most Catholics seem 
to believe.

As we now and then-have for our guest 
some Missionary Bishop, perhaps God 
will put it into the heart of a member

factors for the use of visiting Laity who 
are constantly seeking the hospitality of 
the Friars, 

If all these rooms are spoken for right 
away it will be a very happy solution of 
a knotty problem and supply us with the 
means of putting water in the building 
and completing the unfinished Addition 
without further delay.

A PETITION AGAINST LYNCHING 

A Committee of Colored Representatives 
from New York City called at the White 7 
House recently and left a petition asking ~~ 
for action by Congress and the President 
to make “lynching and mob violence” a na- 
tional crime punishable by the laws of the 
United States. 

In their petition the signers pointed out 
that in the last 31 years 2,867 of their race, 
men and women, have been lynched, and 
that less than half a dozen of those in- 
volved have been punished. The petition 
also says “no nation that seeks to fight the 
battles of civilizatioin can afford to march 
in blood-smeared garments.”

Fayertevitte, Ga., Feb. 18—“Bud” Crosby, a 
negro, was lynched last night by a mob of 
Fayette county citizens after he had attempted 
to rob the home of Mrs. Barney McElwaney, 
near Aberdeen, and had kidnapped her 2-year-old 
baby, according to reports received here late to~ 
night.

God shall reward us perhaps for that 
also, and for the many rebukes one receives 
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from people who could do better, and really 

do not know what sorrow they send into 

the hearts of God’s workers in the vineyard 

through their little consideration of press- 

ing needs, and their rebukes not always 
ven very politely. 


The following letter from the Rev. D. J. 
Lanslotz, O.S.B., Preféct Apostolic of 
Northern Transvaal, Africa, gives a vivid 
picture of the dire want to which the War 
has reduced many of our foreign mission- 
aries. 

“Il beg to acknowledge with hearty 
thanks receipt of your letter of December 
th with 30 intentions and the stipends. 
ll'e began saying them to-day; we had no 

thers. Badly off as we are, I have no 
doubt but that @ great many Missionaries 
are still in a sadder plight than we. A few 
days ago I had a letter from the Procurator 

f the Belgian Missions in the Congo, in- 
forming me that owing to want of Mass 
wine and flour they could only say Mass 
on Sundays; they had tried in vain to obtain 
wine and flour from England and France. 
As the poor must help the poor, I have or- 
dered wine and flour for them. I am afraid 
numbers of other missions will be in a simi- 
lar predicament.” 


It is a long time since we have published 
anything from the pen of the Rev. Father 
Amatus, the Carmelite Missionary in South- 
ern India, who visited the United States in 
1915 and was for a long time our guest at 
the Friary. Father Amatus has never for- 
gotten us and we hear from him frequently. 
The following. extracts from a recent letter 
we trust will interest our Readers: 

“l have received your kind letter and the 
ass stipends you so kindly ‘trouble me 
with.’ Benedictus Deus in donis suis, and 
nay He give you dear Father the means and 
Opportunity of going on in ‘troubling’ me in 
this way. I would even greatly wish to be 
able to spread that kind of ‘tribulation’ so 
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‘that our Father Saperior and some others 


might give a share in it too. We are so 
short in Masses. 
“Yes, indeed, you are prospering there, 


blessed be God, as I see by your letter. 


Generosity never impoverishes. The} mus- _ 


tard seed is indeed growing and already 
spréading wide its branches. 

“For some weeks we have been sur- 
rounded by cholera. Please pray for our 
poor people, -The smallpox also is very se- 
vere in some parts of the Mission; one of 
our Belgian Fathers is also suffering from 
it. You will understand how dreadful are 
the epidemics here in India when you know 
that in the week ending the 29th of De- 
cember last, 15,461 people died of the 
plague in India.” 


Our dear friend, Rev. Henry Westropp, 
S.J. from Poona, India, sends us the fol- 
lowing interesting communications. We 
take this opportunity to commend the reg- 
ularity with which certain members of the 
U.N. B. L. send periodical contributions to 
Father Westropp for his Mission Schools. 
We trust the sub-joined letter will win for 
him still further financial assistance: 

“Your letter of November 7th just came ; 
thank you and your Readers very much for 
the donation of $24.00. You have no idea 
how welcome it is. I am sending it out for 
the poor missionaries in the famine and 
plague stricken area. People starve and 
die of pestilence here continually and it ex- 
cites no comment. The poor people do 
indeed turn to their gods, pray and make 
sacrifices to them. One pities them, but 
their religion is their life, nothing can be 
done without it. To ask a man to break 
away from this is to ask him to commit sui- 
cide in front of his wife and children. How 
many of us would have that courage?-Char- 
ity is a great lever. If we are able to help 
them in their famine and plague troubles, 
this lever can burst open the iron bound 
prison erected by Satan for them. 
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“Don't forget Mass Stipends, they are 
just as good as alms and help the poor mis- 
sionary to live.”

How can I thank you enough for all the 


marks of tender love you show towards the 
poor destitute Chinese under the care of 
your humble Sister Gilbert. You are in- 
deed my good Providence and your draft 
which comes so regularly each month is a 
real boon. This helps in no small measure 
to keep up my courage, because as soon as 
the draft comes, I can use it to pay some 
of the food bills and these are always large. 
How consoling it is to know that one has 
some devoted friends in America, who re- 
place in part the loving care of our Mother 
Country, so impoverished by the terrible 
war. We harbor now 440 persons under 
the goof of St. Joseph’s Hospital and, al- 
though we could do more if we had the 
finances, we have wonderful spiritual re- 
sults. It is easy to baptize all the children 
who come to us from many directions. 
Many of these babies we have to board 
outside of our Institution and, of course, 
we pay the nurses. With the adults it is 
different, we have not enough room to ac- 
commodaie all of them and no means to 
instruct them all properly for holy Baptism, 
but we do the very best we can and we 
thank God for all he has permitted us to 
do for these immortal souls, many of whom 
are now His children. Now, for all these 
marks of true charity towards the most 
unhappy and poorest human souls in this 
great Land of China, we can only offer 
you our poor prayers. Every day the little 
ones say their prayers after having received 
our Lord in Holy Communion and offer 
them up for their generous Benefactors of 
‘America. All our poor have now learned 
to love their Graymoor Friends and offer 
many prayers for their Intentions. But 
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members us in your pious prayers to the 
Sacred Heart of Jesus and the Immaculate 
Heart of Mary, that we may keep on work- 
ing courageously under Their gracious in- 
spirations. 

I am enclosing a photograph, showing an 
extended group of our hospital inmates, in 
order that the good readers of Tne LAMP 
may be better informed of the great work 
they support and we have the assurance 
of Our dear Lord Himself, that the reward 
will be great for those who avail them- 
selves of the opportunity given to them in 
helping these poor orphans and the many

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THE Crt’s ANCI 

Even before becoming the tenideace of 
King David, Jerusalem had already had 
a history. Its records go back two thou- 
sand years before Christ, to the time of 
Abraham. At that time, however, it was 
called by only a part of its name, Salem, 
which signifies peace,: and its ruler was 
that Melchisedec, king and priest, who 
blessed Abraham and received from him 
tithes. Later it was occupied by the 
Jebusites, a people of the race of Jebus, 
son of Canaan, who to the ancient name 
of the city added that of their leader, 
Jebus, forming Jebusalem, which in time 
by a slight alteration became Jerusalem. 

The Jebusites possessed it for eight 
hundred and twenty-four years, and they 
girded it with walls and towers. David, 
second king of Israel, besieged, captured, 
and united it to the realm of Israel. Ex- 
tended with a new enclosure of walls, en- 
riched with superb edifices, it became in 
David’s time the metropolis of the He- 
brews. Solomon, succeeding his father, 
David, as king, erected in Jerusalem the 
great temple, lavishing upon it with a 
magnificence all oriental, immense treas- 
ures of gold and marble, thus creating a 
monument that formed the wonder of 
centuries. 

Its CHEQUERED HISTORY 

This Temple was subjected to sad hap- 
penings. Four hundred and nineteen 
years after its erection Jerusalem fell into 
the hands of the Chaldeans, who, after 
stripping, profaning and reducing the 
Temple to ashes, laid the entire ‘city 
waste and carried the Jews in captivity 
to Babylon, 

Seventy years later, Zerobabel, captain 
of the people of Israel, obtained permis- 
sion from Cyrus to reconstruct the 
Temple. This was not accomplished un- 
til later, under Darius, when it was suc- 
cessfully completed on a scale of much 
magnificence—so much so that on their 
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return 
among the Jews were astounded on see- 
ing it; but the elders, who had seen the 
Temple of King Solomon, wept with 
sorrow on beholding its great inferiority. 
However, if the Temple of Zerobabel 
could not compete with the ancient one, 
it was nevertheless magnificent; and the 
Maccabees, Ptolemy, Philadelphus and 


from captivity. the young people 


Herod the Great successively beautified . 


turies, until the destruction of Jerusalem, 
which happened under Titus, when it 
was burned by the Roman soldiers even 
though Titus had given orders to save so 
beautiful a monument. 

Later, on the same spot, Emperor 
Hadrian erected a temple to Jove. ‘This 
was razed by St. Helena, mother of Con- 
stantine, and a Christian church was 
erected and dedicated, it is said, as in 
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The Church of the Holy Sepulchre, Jerusalem 


and enriched it in such a manner that the 
Romans did not hesitate to consider it 
one of the wonders of the world. 

In this Temple the Infant Jesus was, 
in accordance with the Mosaic Law, pre- 
sented to the priest; in this Temple a 
child of twelve years, He disputed with 
the doctors; and in. this Temple, twen- 
ty-one years later. y He scourged with 
holy anger its profaners. This Temple 
was the center of the religious and politi- 
cal life of the Jews for almost eleven cen- 


Constantinople, to St. Sophia. Jerusalem 
being taken in the seventh century by the 
Mussulmans, the Christian Temple also 
was razed, and ruins rose the 
Mosque of Omar, which still exists and 
is as much sacred to the Turks as those 
of Mecca and Medina. 
; Tue Hory SEPULCHRE 

But the sanctuary which commands the 
greatest veneration for Christians in 
Jerusalem is the Holy Sepulchre. 

After the destruction of Jerusalem by 
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Titus, Elius Hadrian Augustus com- 
pletely destroyed the little that remained 
of the ancient city and built up another 
totally new, including in it the two moun- 
tains, Gihon and Calvary, which before 
were outside of the city, and called it by 
his own name, Aelia Capitolina. The 
ancient name, however, rich with many 
memories, prevailed, and it continued to 
be called Jerusalem. Then the city as- 
sumed—at least officially—a totally 
pagan character until, the liberty of wor- 
ship having been conceded by Constan- 
tine to Christians, they began at once to 
profess tHeir faith publicly—as in the 

. whole empire—so also in Jerusalem. 
When, later, toward the year 327, St. 

’ Helena visited Palestine, there sprang up 
as by magic a multiplicity of Christian 
temples and sanctuaries which was a 
worthy reparation for the many profana- 
tions hitherto perpetrated by the Jews 
and pagans in those places hallowed by 
the presence of Christ, first among which 
is to be named the Holy Sepulchre. 

This Sepulchre was in a narrow cavity 
on the side of Mount Calvary, which rose 
from the Valley of the Corpses (more 
generally known as the Valley of Je- 
hoshaphat). It was so called because the 
bodies of the executed were thrown from 
the mount together with the instruments 
of their death. In this valley was also 
thrown with the others the Cross of Jesus 
Christ, which in that way became con- 
fused and buried among the refuse of 
the city which used to be deposited there. 
Later, in the rebuilding of Jerusalem by 
Elius Hadrian, the valley was filled in, 
and every trace of both the Cross and the 
Sepulchre disappeared; in fact, on that 
spot was erected a temple, or at least a 
statue of Venus. But St. Helena, who 
wished at any cost to discover the Sepul- 
chre and the Cross of the Redeemer, un- 
dertook a search with such diligence and 
constancy that her prayerful efforts were 
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with the help of her son, the emperor, she 
built a sumptuous basilica in which she 
enclosed the site of the Sepulchre, and 
the place where the Cross was recovered. 

Not three hundred years had passed, 
however, when Chosroes II, King of 
Persia, sacked Jerusalem, burned the 
churches, including that of the Holy 
Sepulchre, and carried away to Persia 
the Cross and other precious relics, In 
629, having conquered the Persians, the 
Emperor Heraclius, solemnly brought 
the Cross back to Jerusalem and the 
church was rebuilt. 


THE PERIOD OF THE CRUSADES 

A short time later, alas, Jerusalem fell 
into the hands of the followers of Mahomet 
and remained so until 1099, when it was 
liberated by Godfrey of Bouillon, the leader 
of the first Crusade, which excited so much 
enthusiasm in the world and in which the 
Christian arms shone with so much valor. 

But so much happiness was not to be 
lasting. Many of the Crusaders, soldiers 
and captains, in order to enjoy the rich 
booty taken from the Mussulmans, depart- 
ed for Europe notwithstanding the pleas of 
Godfrey; and among those left behind the 
spirit of concord and union failed, so that 
after about half a century the Mohamme- 
dans saw their coveted opportunity and pre- 
pared to drive the Christians from the Holy 
Places. “The Pontiff, Eugene III, pro- 
claimed another crusade, which on account 
of betrayals by the Greek Emperor, Em- 
manuel, had a most unhappy end. Thus 
eighty-eight years after its liberation, Jeru- 
salem again fell into the hands of the Turks. 
In less than a century from that time, six 
other crusades followed, all with an ena 
more or less unfortunate and Jerusalem 
continued to remain in the power of the 
sons of Mohammed until that memorable 
day (December 11th), when the troops 
commanded by General Allenby, entered 
the Holy City in triumph, bringing to it 


completely rewarded. On this holy ‘spot, 
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with the breath of liberty, the heart throbs 
of Christian people and the civilized world. 
Tue FRANCISCAN GUARDIANS OF THE HOLY 
PLACES 

Speaking of Jerusalem and the Holy 
Sepulchre one fact must not be left untold, 
which is that the Franciscans have held the 
custody of the Holy Places in Palestine for 
nearly seven hundred years. We find that 
even from 1240 the custody of the Holy 
Sepulchre and other sanctuaries was en- 
trusted to the Franciscans. From that time 
until now they, as faithful guardians of the 
Holy Sepulchre, have never abandoned 
their trust, even though on the part of over- 
bearing, barbarous Mohammedans, crafty 
and traitorous Greek schismatics, they have 
had to suffer opposition, affliction, violence 
of every kind and even martyrdom. And 
in the midst of so many different sects and 
nations that are represented there, the 
Franciscans were and are the only ones to 
represent at the Holy Sepulchre the Cath- 
olic Religion. All who have visited Pales- 
tine and have seen there the work of the 
Franciscans have had for them words of 
enthusiastic admiration. 


A PROPHECY OF PIUS IX 
The magnificent festivities that took 
place in Rome, December 8, 1854, when 
the dogma of the Immaculate Conception 
was defined and promulgated, brought 
thither not only representatives from all 
Christian countries, but even Protestants. 
Christian nations vied with one another 
to follow the summons of Pius 1X.; from 
all directions they came together to cele- 
brate the triumph of Mary the Immacu- 
late Virgin, 

Russia alone failed to participate in 
this universal joy, for Russia was other- 
wise engaged, namely, in persecuting the 
Catholic Church. The churches were 
plundered, the priests brought before the 
war tribunal and exiled to Siberia, where 
they perished miserably. Entire prov- 
inces had to choose between banishment 
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and apostasy; the bishops were driven 
from their dioceses, and Mgr. Lubienski 
died in the icy steppes with every indi- 
cation of poisoning. The persecutions 
grew so violent that Pius IX raised his 
voice in condemnation of the outrages 
perpetrated against the innocent victims, 

“The blood of the weak and innocent 
cries for vengeance to the throne of the 
Most High. Poor Poland! This des- 
potic lord who falsely calls himself ‘the 
Catholic of the Orient,’” declared Pius 
IX, “is nothing but an apostate from the 
heart of the true Church. 

Russia had in 1854 officially withdrawn 
from the praises of Mary which with one 
accord rose to heaven on the day of the 
promulgation of the dogma of the Im- 
maculate Conception. Pius IX felt this 
keenly, and in bitter regret pronounced 
these prophetic words: “The Lord of 
hosts, the Son of Mary, will be mindful, 
of this on the day of great battles.” 

Fifty years later, in 1904, the whole 
church was rejoicing when celebrating 
the golden jubilee of the promulgation 
of the dogma of the Immaculate Concep- 
tion. But Russia was far from being 
joyfully disposed. The year 1904, which 
for the Catholic world was a year of 
jubilation, was for Russia, a year of 
mourning. 

Thousands of her sons were daily be- 
ing transported through Siberia, where 
so many Catholics had previously died 
in slavery. It was the beginning of the 
ravaging war with Japan; the first hour 
of “the great battles” had struck. The 
“Son of Mary” remembered the insult 
which had been offered to His Mother 
fifty years before. And this was only 
the beginning. Ten years later, in 1914, 
the second fatal hour struck. It was the 
commencement of the present terrible 
world-war which cost the czar his crown. 
Was this an event of mere “chance,” or 
the “judgment-sword of God?’—Taber- 
nacle and Purgatory. 
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A PROPOSED BENEDICTINE 
FOUNDATION 
Dr. Epwtn RYAN, Professor at Dunwoodie 
Seminary. 

Many of the readers of THe LAMP must 
have seen a pamphlet with the above title 
setting forth a project to establish in Amer- 
ica new foundation of Benedictines mod- 
eled on the Abbey of Downside in Eng- 
land. But there may be some who have not 
heard of it and as the matter is of interest 
to American Catholics generally the present 
writer gladly accepts the Editor’s invitation 
to use these pages for making it still more 


one manifestation of it can be considered 
as exhausting its possibilities. With a view 
to a still further strengthening of the al- 
ready vigorous Catholicity of America, it is 
hoped to interest Catholics, first to the ex 
tent of having them unite in prayer, with the 
help of Our Lady and St. Benedict for the 
success of the plan, and secondly to prom- - 
ise a money contribution if they can do so. 
Up to the present some progress has been 
made and there are now at Downside a few 
Americans who, having completed their no- 
vitiate, are awaiting the opening of a house 
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Downside Abbey in England—(Not all the buildings yet erected) 


widely known. The movement has for ob- 
ject the reproduction, in spirit and perhaps 
after a time in outward form, of the type 
of Benedictinism that has for more than a 
century flourished at Downside. There is 
no intention of interfering in any way with 
the work already being done by the Bene- 
dictine houses of Swiss or of German origin 
in America, but rather to supplement that 
work by a foundation wherein the monks, 
thanks to their greater freedom from ex- 
ternal activity, might give themselves more 
largely to the “Opus Dei” and the other 
works proper to a contemplative life. For 
one of the characteristics, so to speak, of 
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in their native land in which to take up their 
monastic life. It is with a desire to hasten 
that day that an appeal is being made to 
American Catholics; and these few lines 
are intended to set forth the reasons un- 
derlying the appeal. 
A FELT NEED FROM THE FIRST 

From the first ages of the Church there 
have been chosen souls who yearned for a 
closer union with God in prayer, practising 
in the bosom oftheir families or even amid 
the distractions of the world a life of con- 
templation, mortification and charity. As 
the Church became more widely spread and 
inclusive of a greater variety of types it 








was natural for teat = 
from the world and ak in solitude that

the haunts of men did mot afford. Some 


(hermits) dwelt quite alone, in caves or in 
the desert; others (canobites) united them- 
selves to form communities. ~These latter, 
as they existed in Egypt at the beginning of 
the fourth century, may be considered the 
germ of Catholic Monasticism. Many 
names great in the annals of sancity are 
found among them, such as Antony and 
Pachomius; but the greatest before St. 
Benedict is that of the Cappadocian St. 
Basil, who framed a Rule that has served 
for nearly all the Eastern monasteries to 
this day and from which St. Benedict large- 
St. Basil laid stress on the com- 
mon life, together with works of charity 
and education, besides reducing to a more 
sane and temperate level the somewhat ex- 
cessive austerities in vogue before his day. 
So far-reaching were his reforms that he 
may be regarded as the founder of a new 
type of monasticism in the East, and his 
work there was repeated a century and a 
half later by the Patriarch of Western 
Monasticism, St. Benedict. 
THE STORY OF HIS LIFE 

As nearly all our trustworthy informa- 
tion about the biographical details of this 
Light of the Church comes-from the Sec- 
ond Book of the Dialogues of St. Gregory 
we really know astonishingly little of his 
life—a fact that he himself would probably 
not regret. Born about 480 he was sent as 
a boy to school in Rome, but was so dis- 
turbed by the licentiousness of the life there 
that he fled to the Sabine Hills and gave 
himself up to prayer and meditation in a 
cave still visited by the pious pilgrim to 
Subiaco. After about three years he was 
joined by some disciples, and in time their 
numbers so increased that he found him- 
self ruling over a dozen monasteries besides 
the one wherein he himself dwelt. Forced 
to leave Subiaco he fled to Monte Cassino 


ly drew. 


Ee ahs ces of kis Bis (he died about 


543) he devoted himself to the government a 
of this house alone. Here he drew up what —— 


in his humility he called “a little rule for 
beginners,” reminding us of St. Thomas 
writing the Summa “ad eruditionem incipi- 
entium.” And just as the Angelic Doctor’s 
simple textbook has attained an honor sur- 
passing that accorded to any other book out- 
side the Sacred Writings themselves, so St. 
senedict’s “little rule” has come to the 
forefront of monastic legislation. For he 


combined in it a lofty ideal of sanctity with ~~ 


saneness and reasonableness. Prayer, mor- 
tification, contemplation, reading, manual 
labor, were all provided for without once 
losing sight of the limits of human endur- 
ance. And so splendidly was the work done 
that from Italy it spread throughout the 
West and finally supplanted all other forms 
of Monasticism in that part of the Catholic 
world. At the same time it was sufficiently 
elastic to admit of modifications to suit dif- 
ferent conditions of time and place, and 
thus we have an almost endless variety of 
Benedictine life. From time to time re 
formers have arisen to restore the primitive 
observance where observance was becoming 
weak; new branches have been put forth 
differing in outward details, but all drawing 
their sap from the same trunk. And now, 
after nearly fourteen centuries, the Bene- 
dictine Saints—-popes, bishops, nobles, peas- 
ants—run well into the thousands, while 
many a man and woman great in the history 
of the Church was trained in early life un- 
der the protecting shade of a Benedictine 
cloister. 
WHAT IS BENEDICTINISM? 

Of course, like all deep and subtle 
forces, Benedictinism eludes adequate treat- 
ment in words. It must be seen to be ap- 
preciated. But as it may be that some of 
our readers have no direct and personal 
experience of the quiet beauty of a monas- 
tery and are unfavorably placed for gaining 
that experience we would beg to put very 
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; ly what monasticism is and what it 
does, not for those only who embrace it but 
for the Church at large. We cannot do bet- 
ter than quote from an address delivered 
F recently by the Bishop of Northampton to 
>a community of Benedictine nuns: 

| “The Rule of St. Benedict seems to me to 
* stand to monasticism as the poems of Ho- 
| mer stand to literature—both represent na- 
© ture’s own well-spring of living water, 
© whence all subsequent authors are bound to 
= draw. Other instifutes have each its own 
' excellence ; one aspires to the mystical states 
’ of prayer, another to extraordinary pen- 
> ance, another to missionary work among 
| the heathen, many others to multiform un- 
) dertakings of charity at home. Most of 
| these require special aptitude of mind or 
| body. St. Benedict, if I may say so, legis- 
© lated for the average man and average wo- 
> man who seek retirement from the world 
and union with God.” (Tablet, Dec. 29, 
1917.) 

As seen from this, it is a life that justifies 
itself ; for there must be provision for those 
| called by God to retirement and prayer, un- 
less their salvation is to be jeopardized and 
» “the Church at large suffer a grave loss of 
spiritual energy. It is to be feared that 
| -there are among us not a few who long to 
» consecrate their lives in some special way 
» to Divine Service but do not feel called to 
the work of a parish priest. Are they to 
have no opportunity for gratifying a desire 
implanted in their souls by the Holy Ghost ? 
And, as we have already suggested, the 
harm done in such cases is by no means con- 
fined to those immediately concerned. Every 
time a monastic vocation is lost the whole 
Church suffers. To quote the Jesuit Father 
Plater (“The Social Value of the Contem- 
plative Life”) : “If we are to do good to so- 
| ciety we must provide . a few men 
" steeped and saturated in the eternal truths. 
Just as a retreat is worth a host of confer- 
ences to us all, so the existence in our midst 
of a few men vowed to the highest life exer- 
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cial organism than a multitude of mere talk- 
ers. The vitality of the few will raise the 
tone of the whole community. . . . They 
live an intense life which increases the vital- 
ity of those around them; because they rep- 
resent an idea—and a man who represents 
an idea is of the utmost social importance. 
After all, it is a question of the division of 
labor; if the social organism is to be com- 
plete it must include a certain number of 
men set apart to live the life of contempla- 
tion.” In other words, the effect of monas- 
ticism on the broad activities of the Church 
is a corollary of the dogma of the Commu- 
nion of Saints. 
SECONDARY RESULTS 

But beyond these, there are certain sec- 

ondary and accidental results that may rea- 


~sonably be looked for : 


1. By the exact and faithful performance 
of the Mass and the Office day by day, with 
splendor and solemnity if possible, but at all 
costs with a conscientious obedience to the 
rubrics in their minutest detail, such a house 
would serve as an object lesson in cere- 
monial. There is no need to dilate on the 
value of this service. All the reading and 
lecturing of a lifetime is of little use unless 
supplemented by the presentation of the 
Church’s external worship in actu, and if 
the proposed monastery should succeed in 
deepening the love for the Liturgy it would 
be worth having for that reason alone. 

2. Learning has always been associated 
with Benedictinism, for prayer and study 
are close kin. And while the monks have 
not confined themselves to any one branch 
exclusively, their most valuable contribu- 
tions to scholarship have been made in the 
departments of History and Liturgy. The 
hope is indulged that the American Down- 
side, if it be God’s will to erect it, will de- 
velop into a school of research, along tradi- 
tional Benedictine lines, into American 
Church History, thus co-operating with the 
Catholic Historical Societies already flour- 


cises a more powerful influence on the so-- 
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ishing in the United States and especially 
with the Association about to come itito be- 
ing at the Catholic University in Washing- 
ton. Perhaps it will itself become eventual- 
ly a storehouse of valuable historical. mate- 
rial, placing its resources at the disposal of 
scholars from without as well as of its own 
investigators. 

3. One of the obligations of a Benedic- 
tine house is hospitality. In the old days 
the monastery took the place of the modern 
inn; but even now it serves the purpose of 
a place of retreat for the perplexed and 
weary of soul, the troubled seeker after 
Truth, the repentant sinner, the fervent and 
hard-working priest. All these will find in 
the monastery a “locum '‘refrigerii, lucis ac 
pacis” so much needed in our rushing Amer- 
ican existence. Layman and cleric, Catholic 
and non-Catholic, will find a welcome with 
the sons of St. Benedict, there to “come 
ipart and rest awhile.” What this means 
they only can tell who are fortunate enough 
to be living within reach of a monastery and 
have tasted of its sweetness. 

4. Perhaps in time a school for boys will 
be established, though this is at present just 
a litte remote. If it is réalized the great 
school at Downside, with its traditions of 
manly Catholicism, will be taken as a model 
best suited to the American boy, and thus 
the monastery will swell the number of 
those noble institutions of our country 
whence come so many examples of virile 
and patriotic Catholicism. 

Will all this ever come to pass? God alone 
knows the answer to that question. But at 
least we can pray that, if God so will, the 
day of its founding be hastened, and Amer- 
ica be blessed with still another Benedictine 


haven of “goodness and discipline and 
knowledge.”

“FREE CATHOLIC MOVEMENT” IN 
ENGLAND 

A religious movement that is naturally 
attracting unwonted attention among the 
Catholics of England is known as the Free 
Catholic Movement. The remarkable fea- 
ture about it is that, while it originated 
with the Unitarians, it is being forwarded 
by Nonconformist ministers, the centuried 
implacable foes of the Church. At the first 
of a series of conferences held in Birming- 
ham by the promoters of the new idea, the 
Rev. Dr. Orchard made this statement: 
“We have found the idea of a merely im- 
manent Christ cloudy and insufficient. We 
have found ourselves drawn to the altar, 
the Mass, and the Reserved Sacrament. 
We crave for something besides a pulpit 
and the prophet: we see it is the only way 
of clinching the Evangelic Faith. We see 
that an ordered faith is necessary for de- 
votion and theology, and that Catholic the- 
ology holds more truth than we had thought. 
We need a theology which saints have be- 
lieved and martyrs have died for; dogmas 
which will throw us not on documents, but 
on a living Church which promulgates 
them.” 

If the Free Catholics really mean what 
is said in the concluding sentence of the 
foregoing quotation, they are obviously on 
the direct road to Rome. Nowhere else, 
it is certain, can they find what they profess 
to be looking for. Ave Maria.

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THE LATEST ANTI-CATHOLIC 
FORGERY 


The latest anti-Catholic forgery is given 
currency by a periodical no less distin- 
guished than the New Age Magazine, the 
Official Publication of 33d Degree Scot- 
tish Rite Masonry, printed at Washington, 
D. C., which credits the martyrd Lincoln 
with saying: 

“I have the proof that Archbishop 
Hughes whom I| had sent to Rome that he 
might urge the Pope to induce the Roman 
Catholics of the North, at least to be true 
to their oaths of allegiance, and whom I 
thanked publicly, when under the impres- 
sion he had acted honestly according to the 
promise he had given me, is the very man 
who advised the Pope to recognize the 
legitimacy of the Southern Confederacy 
and put the weight of his tiara in the bal- 
ance against us in favor of our enemies. 
Such is the perfidy of Jesuits.” 

For authority the New Age cites ‘““Amer- 
icanism or Romanism, Which?” a book of 
The Menace type, one of many of its kind 
written for distribution in connection with 
anti-Catholic lectures and appealing to a 
class almost wholly lacking in even elemen- 
tary knowledge of history. That the New 
Age would refer to such a book as author- 
ity, is certainly to be regretted; it calls 
for something more than regret that it 
lends its columns to the dissemination of 
such a rank and impossible forgery. 

It is a matter of common familiarity to 
all who know anything at all about the 
subject, first, that Lincoln did not send 
Archbishop Hughes to Rome, but to 
France; second, that his mission had no 
reference to the Catholics in this coun- 
try, but was to help to prevent France 
and England from forming an alliance to 
recognize and aid the South, as was be- 
ing discussed in foreign diplomatic circles 
at the time; third, that the Pope did not 
recognize the Southern Confederacy but 
on the contrary refused to accord it recog- 
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nition, and on the whole acted toward our 
Government in a manner probably more 
satisfactory than any of the great Euro- 
pean powers; fourth, that Archbishop 
Hughes was not a Jesuit, as none would 
know better than Lincoln and Secretary 
Seward, one of his most intimate friends. 

This latest example of the professional 
bigot’s willingness to resort to any means 
to stir up hatred for the Catholic people, 
would be ridiculous were it not that, in 
spite of it being so obviously spurious, 
there will be many who will believe it true.

GRAYMOOR PROPERTY BILL 
PASSED 

The Bill sometime ago introduced into 
the Legislature empowering the Angli- 
can Trustees to sell the Graymoor 
Portiuncula to the Sisters of the Atone- 
ment passed the Assembly on March 13, 
the Senate on the following day and was 
signed by the Governor on March 2tst.

legislation. We owe this happy result, 
humanly speaking, to the indefatigable 
efforts of Mr. Hamilton Fish, who in by- 
gone days was several times speaker of 
the House, Assemblyman Donahoe and 
Senator Ws; It remains for the 
actual sale and transfer of the deed to be 
made and we hope we shall be able to an- 
nounce this as the happy conclusion of 
the whole matter next month.

I have had some experience with “the 
boys” as I live close to the railroad yards and 
they come by my house in great numbers at cer- 
tain times in the year. They have never tried 
to cheat me as | have always tried to be square 
with them. Occasionally one stops for food. One 
young man cut down an old tree for me and 
piled the wood in its proper place. Another time 
two young men passing by asked my husband for 
a drink of water; he told them to help themselves, 
which they did, and then drifted into conversa- 
tion; he talked to them for awhile, then called 
me to come out and asked me if I could give 
them something to eat; I told the boys 1 would 
prepare supper for them if they would work for 
me, while 1 was working for them; and they 
agreed to my plan. They worked hard in the 
garden till I called them for supper; the pleasure 
was all my own watching those hungry boys eat. 
After the meal,they went to work again which I 
did not expect them to do, and worked long after 
dark. I was a hundred times paid. Some people 
say why don’t you direct them to the Police Sta- 
tion, it is the place for them. I could never do 
that. I could mention’a party who was much re- 
spected by all the business men of this place, but 
he met with misfortune and had to “beat” his 
way to the West Coast, and is now in the Navy 
serving our country. Please ask the Brothers 
Christopher to pray for him; he is my own brother.

“A Letter from A Hobo” 
To the Editor of Tue Lamp: 

I was surprised and pained to read the letter 
from “A Hoosier,” criticizing your use of the 
term “Brother Christopher” in connection with 
the wandering laborers to whom you give shelter 
from time to time. I say surprised, because this 
state of mind seems to me to be foreign to people 
living in beloved Indiana, where I had the pleas- 
ure of attending college and meeting folks who 
will be my life-long friends. 
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Here, then, is a letter from a Hobo, just turned 
thirty; rather dudish now, and well dressed, but 
still a Hobo mentally, albeit newer having had 
the exquisite pleasure of a sojourn, be it ever so 
little, at Graymoor. Hoboes are more elemen- 
tally human than their brothers in- white collars 
_that is all. Their minds can not still the lure 
of the open road, the wanderlust, which has 
called, more successfully, perhaps, than other 
calls, to every normal man since the time the 
Israelites fared forth to the Promised Land. 
Being a Hobo is a state of mind, not a state of 
life, as so many conventionally-minded folks be- 
lieve, and its lights and shadows are as natural 
as the green and purple mosaics with which the 
clouds stud God’s pastures over the whole world. 

The Hobo has his vices, because he is human, 
and he is given credit for possessing them in a 
superlative degree, proportioned exactly to the 
state of his wardrobe, it being a truism that vice 
becomes all the more reprehensible when cloaked 
in the worn and drab garments of poverty. But 
these vices with which he is credited are super- 
cial vices, and I for one challenge A Hoosier 
to produce, from any well-dressed, gossiping, 
church-going, inquisitive Christian community 
any which are less common in its midst; or an 
equal measure of the generosity, right willingly 
rendered good will, acute moral perception and 
intrinsic kindness and forbearance, not to men- 
tion unselfishness, which one can find on occa- 
sion in any group of Hoboes, be it at Graymoor, 
in the ‘jungles’ or in any construction camp on 
any railroad or other public work in the United 
States. 

Most of the so-called Hoboes settle down after 
a time, and become props in the community’s 
business and social life, with nothing to distin- 
guish themselves from their fellows except a 
wider vision, and a disposition to be less meddle- 
some with, and more kind in, their view of the 
faults and foibles of others. Your own records 
point to the truth of this. : 

Some day the Government will awaken to the 
real value of this huge item in its labor resources, 
and recognize the advisability of making some 


Provision for the transportation of labor to the 
Yarious sections of the country as different ne- 
Cessities require it. And it will treat these help- 
«rs in industry as Men, and not as outcasts, and 


ho one will suffer, 


It is well to discriminate, also. Hoboes are 
not ashamed of the name. It is not unmusical, 
ow rarely has been in disrepute. A geniine 
. ‘ . we migratory worker, and should be dis- 
inguished from so-called Tramps, Bums and 


Vagrants, who do not include the word “Work” 
in their otherwise unlimited and more or less 
picturesque vocabulary. 

A friend of mine, not a Catholic, and who is, 
I fear, a much better Christian than I am, sub- 
scribes to the Lamp, and called my attention to 
the article in question. Here is my subscription 
now, and I wish to tell you how good it is to 
read a publication which is a prime revelation of 
how optimistically Christian the Catholic Re- 
ligion can be when practised in its fullest spirit 
by kindly souls.

The action of the owners of the photoplay, 
“Joan the Woman,” in eliminating several 
scenes which were objectionable to the Cath- 
olic mind, shows clearly that united Catho- 
lic opinion is not without its influence in these 
circles. 

The play was an elaborate production por- 
traying the life of Joan of Arc from the 
time she first heard the voices urging her to 
lead the armies of France, till she perished 
in the fires of Rouen. The play was hailed 
as a masterpiece. Unfortunately for the suc- 
cess of the venture, however, several of the 
scenes were overdrawn and called forth a 
protest from Catholic critics. The result was 
immediately evident. The play seemed likely 
to become a dismal failure. But the owners 
of the play noted the signs of unpopularity, 
and set about eliminating the objectionable 
scenes. The play as it now stands offers 
nothing offensive to Catholic ideas nor to the 
reverence due to the memory of Joan of Arc. 

The success of Catholic protest im this in- 
stance argues well for the elimination of 
other plays offensive to the Catholic mind.
